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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that Downs does not disclose or 
suggest that the integrity of the information contained in a package, which package contains at least one media object and is intended for 
distrubiton by the electornic device, is verified and transmitted. That is, Applicants assert that Downs does not verify the Content SC of his 
system. However, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Downs teaches using a secure container (SC) to protect digital content. The 
digital content of Downs is packaged into a SC, which "allows for the verification of the authenticity and inegrity of the Digital Content" (see 
col. 7, lines 18-24). Thus, by protecting the content in a container, it allows the clearinghouse or any other entity to verify it. 

Applicants argue that Downs does not teach verifying the integrity of the information indicative of the conditions in which distribution 
of the package is allowed. However, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. The Clearinghouse of Downs verifies the usage condition that is 
stored in a SC (see steps 133-143 of col. 18 & 19; col. 27, lines 10-21; col. 59 & 60 - "Usage Conditions Tool"). 
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
